Urges Offensive by Troops. 

In-an editorial on the ‘‘ Irish Ménace,’’ 
after referring to the Cabinet meeting 
called for ‘today, The Daily Chronicle 
says: 
 * Since new blood was introducéd into 
the personnel of the Government at 
Dublin we have. been looking forward 
to some drastic changes of policy and 
method. \So far these have not yet been

lage—it is only by such methods that 
we can relieve the loyal or intimidated 
population from victimization or fearful 
allegiance. It is. only by such methods 
that armed resistance against the State 
should be met. 

“If there has been no outburst of 
indignation in this country at the wan-

yfolent attacks upon’ our representatives, 
that, We fear, is because the nation has 
become jaded to sénsations and is little 
moved by tales of violence. 

“A big responsibility tests upon the 
movers of public opinion in this coun-’ 
try.”

At ‘the headquarters fn Paris of the 
Jugoslavs it was said this afternoon

‘We have had enough of this man 
afd his doings,” said a Jugoslay spokes- 
man. ‘If the Italian Government ddes 
not him and disavow him it may 
be taken. for certain that we will act. 
Our patience is at an end. It is true 
that M. Vestnitoh, our new Premier, is 
deliberate; but he cannot resist. the 
pressure of popular opinion.’’ 


Srumbitch Demands Opening of Port. 
M. Trumbitch, Foreign’ Secretary of 
Jugoblavia and head of the Jugoslav 
Peace Delegation, declares that whether 
or 
armed clash which Belgrade’ says will 
come if the. poet tries to invade Jugo- 
slav. territory, the time has come to get 
him out of Fiume, - “because Central 
Europe and especially his own country 
can no longer afford to have their main 
sea outlet closed to.them. Whether

But 
the incidents which have just ‘taken 
place at Sussak and Shalaf show how 
the presence of d@’Annunzio at Fiume is 
dangerous to Buropean peace. . 

“It is more than a question of na- 
tional rivalry between. Italy and Jugo- 
slavia. When 80 much.depends upon the 
economic” recovery. of that part of 
Europe which depends upon the use of 
this port, d@’Annunzio has for eight 
months bottled up not only Jugosilavia 
but Hungary and partially hn escraph 
Slovakia. 

“ As for us we not only cannot export

Gov. Smith Views Scene: with 
Crowds-——Elevators Stopped 
in Many Buildings. 


- Joseph P. Ward, a lawyer, was with 
his wife on ‘the balcony -of the Hotel 
Savoy, Fifty-ninth Street and Fifth 
Avenue, at 3:20 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. Mrs. 
friend atop ‘a bus,_ and Mr. Ward was 
leaning over the rail trying to see the 
friend. : 

Suddenly he noticed a young man, dc- 
‘companied by a young woman, who was 
driving a touring car south iri the ave- 
nue, make frantic movements. with 
his hands and stop near the southwest 
corner of Fifty-eighth Street. 

“I was surprised,’’ Mr. Ward said 
later to a reporter for THE New Yurx 
Times, ‘‘ to see that the asphalt under 
the auto was rising—buiging you might 
call it. And little jets of steam were 
spouting from new made cracks in the 
pavement. ~ Quickly the steam came 
faster. Then it came with a burst. 

‘“‘The young man made more frantic 
movements with his arms,-and you never 
saw a touring car back fifty feet faster 
in your life. And no. soonet- had, it 
backed the fifty feet than a section of 
the pavement about four feet square 
went shooting into the air in pieces. The 
chunks rose to a height of maybe twenty 
or thirty feet and fell as far as half a 
block away. 

Colamn of Steam Rises. 

“** After an instant of rumbling a cofumn 
of steam and dust about three or four 
feet in diameter shot into the air, rising 
as high at Jeast as the top of that buijd- 
ing there (indicating a seven-story apart- 
ment building on the northeast corner of 
Fifty-eighth Street and Fifth Avenue.] 

‘“*I never heard such a roaring in my 
life until thirty minutes later, when that 
particular roar reached its héight. The 
dust was so thick that I could see noth- 
ing after a minute or two. - The roar 
Was so great that we could not talk to 
each other. I had to go back into the 
hotel after about five or six minutes 
By that time all the buildings were 
coated with white dust. And the wind, 
which was blowing to the” northwest, 
was painting the trees in the Plaza 
around the fountafn and the trees in 
Central Park with white. It was awe- 
inspiring.’” . 

This strange accident that was seen 
from its inception by Mr. Ward and his 
wife was caused; it was learned later, 
by the bursting of a fifteen-inch main 
of the New York Stéam Company, 
buried about eight or nine feet under 
the asphalt of the avenue. 

Late last night an emergency crew 
working at the spot had not reached 
the main, and it was said by the man in 
charge that the cause for the spectacu- 
lar blowout was not known.” Probably, 
however, it was said, the earth around 
the main had been worn away by water 
and the unsyppported pipe, carrying a 
volume of steam at an average pressure 
of sixty pounds, had given way. 

This steam pipe carried the motive 
power for elevators or many of the 
apartment houses of the neighborhood.

WASHINGTON, “May 30.—President 
Wilson today received a message from 
King Albert saying that the graves of 
the -American dead in Belgium would 
be ‘decorated ‘‘ according to American 
usage.’’”

Active Steps ta Raise $260,000 
Quota Here Start Tomorrow. 


Active efforts in the intensive appeal 
of the American Library Association and 
the Immigrant Publication Society by 
which it is hoped to raise Ney York 
City’s quota of $260,000 toward the 
$2,000,000 fund to. be used in providing 
“books for everybody,’’ will be begun 
tomorrow. morning by more than 200 
librarians of the public and special H- 
braries throughout the city. A citizens’ 
committee of seventy-six, of which Ray- 


mond B. Fosdick is chairman, is co- 
operating with the librarians, and head- 
quarters have been opened at 24 West

soherosity of'friends of the library with- 
out having recourse to:an intensive drive 
such as has been adopted in other cam- 
paigns to raise funds for .worthy pur- 
poses. 


HUNTS HARVESTERS HERE. 


Kansas Man Visits Ellis idiand, 
Looking for Farm Laborers. 


Laborers ‘are greatly needed -in the 
wheat sections of' the country, .where 
the prevailing daily wage is from $5 to 
$7,. according to George W. Rigby,. a 
wheat grower of Concordia, Kan., who 
visited Ellis Island‘ yesterday with a 
view of obtaining men for his fields. 
He said he could place 600 immigrants 
in his region. _ 

‘““The people do not realize the danger 
that lies in the way of harvesting the 
wheat crop of the West,’’ Mr. Rigby 


said. ‘The labor situation with the 
harvest coming on next month is serious. 
We will not come up to the bumper 
crop: of last year, when Kansas yielded 
143,000,000 bushels, but the estimate for 
the 1920 crop is 110,000,000 bushels, and 
it is going to require many more labor- 
ers than are available.’’ 

Mr. Rigby believed some way should 
be devised to switch immigration from 
the cities to agricultural regions.
